3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, disclose nor make 
obvious the claimed combination of 3-iodo-2-propynyl butylcarbamate and 3-(2- 
ethylhexyloxy)-l,2-propanediol is a physiologically acceptable medium. The closest available 
prior art (Bliezner et al.) teaches compositions containing 3-iodo-2-propynyl butylcarbamate in 
combination with polyols such as butanetriol, hexanetriol and sorbitol, but fails to teach or 
suggest the claimed polyol. The substitution of Bliezner's polyols for the claimed 3-(2- 
ethylhexyloxy)-l,2-propanediol would not be obvious in view of the Applicant's showing of

unexpected results attributable to the use of the claimed polyol. See Declaration under 37 CFR 
1.132 filed 11/26/03. Therefore, the claimed invention is patentably distinct from the cited 
prior art.
